NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY. • 

During the past year the location of the University has been changed 
from the corner of Camp and Race Streets to 1428 St. Charles Avenue. 
The new ; property consists of over three acres of ground upon the finest 
avenue of the city, and buildings giving better, and larger accommoda- 
tions than the old buildings. The Freedmen's Aid Society has expended 
$3,500 upon the buildings and grounds since the purchase. 

Up to January 29, 166 students had been enrolled, and the number is 
constantly increasing.

The 
Conference enters heartily upon the wqrk of raising $4,000 the coming

This is the name now given to the institution heretofore' known anion* 
us as La Teche Seminary, and the village formerly called La Teche . 
is now known by the name of 'Winsted. 

The Rev. W; R. Webster, of the New York Conference, brought the^ 
needs of La Teche Seminary to the notice of Mr. W. L. Gilbert, of 
West Winsted, Conn. The result was that Mr. Gilbert beoame deeply 
interested, and, upon conferring with Dr. Hartzell and Bishop Wiley, he 
determined to contribute $5,000 for the erection of. a new dormitory 
building for the Seminary, the Freedmen's Aid Society engaging to con- 
tribute a like amount, the Orphans' Home Board giving the Freedmen's 
■ Aid Society thirteen acres of land with the buildings,, and Dr. Godman 
releasing his claim thereto. The 700 acres owned at this place by the 
Orphans' Home Board, together with the 500 owned by the Society, 
have ajl been ^dedicated to the maintenance of this institution. It is the 
plan to open industrial schools as soon as possible. 

Mr. Gilbert has paid in his money, and the Freedmen's Aid Society is 
now engaged in the erection and . finishing of the new dormitory, as well 
as the remodeling and finishing of the ojd building.. These tw o build- 
ings will be ready for use in: about one month, and will together cost, 
when furnished, -more than $15,000. 

With these new accommodations we shall be prepared for a large de- 
velopment, and shall expect to receive many students from distant parts 
. of the State.. The Freedmen's Aid Society is now the proprietor of Gil- . 
bert Serainary-,vholding the title to the buildings and grounds, and assum- 
ing supreme control.

TnE Committee on the Orphans' Home respectfully submit that, in 
1881, the Orphans' Home Board leased their property at La Teche to 
Dr. Godman; a copy of which lease was published in the Minutes of the 
Conference for 1882. In • 1884 they conveyed to the Freedmen's Aid 
Society of. the Methodist Episcopal Church thirteen acres of land; in- 
cluding the site of the buildings, for the purposes of Gilbert Seminary, 
which the Freedmen's Aid Society agree to maintain. . Dr. Godman,- has 
expended large sums of money in the improvement of the land and the 
cultivation of crops.; ..Up to this time the only crop that paid was; that 
of 1882. The sugar business is now unprofitable. A limited number 
of orphans are and have been maintained, Dr. Godman's residence being 
the only place for their accommodation. Two more may. be received 
next Autumn. Applications made will receive due attention. The 
Freedmen's Aid Society will educate our orphans. There is now a good 
opening for some benevolent person to remember the Orphan's Home 
Board, and furnish the means to erect a new building. v

REVV BISHOP M. SIMPSON, D. D., LL. D. 

Bishop Simpson's personality, life, and work constitute a subject that 
is too great to represent correctly in the necessarily limited space allowed 
for this purpose. No words of mine can do justice to either the man or 
his work. His qualities of mind and heart were not of an ordinary 
character. If we look at him as a man, an educator, a preacher, or si 
bishop, we recognize him as standing on a lofty eminence. To follow 
such a man through all the struggles, •attainments, and achievements of 
his great life, until we see him occupying positions of trust and honor, 
and wielding an almost world-wide influence for man's good and God's 
glory, we get not only an inspiration after a noble and useful life, but a 
sublime view of the grand possibilities of being and -doing that are en- 
folded in man's intellectual and moral nature— possibilities that have in 
them an invulnerable logic in favor of his immortality. , - 

It has fallen to the lot of but few men to manifest such faith in God, 
man, truth, justice, and goodness; such integrity of character; such 
clearness, penetration, and comprehensiveness of thought ; such over- 
powering eloquence and matchless oratory ; such administrative qualities; 
sound wisdom, and ability to march along lines of a progressive ecclesi- 
astical polity, and courage to lead God's militant host to battle and vic- 
tory, as was possessed by Bishop Simpson. He was, in the best sense, 
Both progressive and conservative. And when he died, the whole of 
Christendom was filled with sorrow. He was pre-eminently a man of 
one work. The spirit of his Master filled his heart and life, dominat- 
ing his purposes and shaping his character. Of the greatness of his 
Powers of thought. and will, the beauty and symmetry of his character, 
sweetness of his disposition, abounding love of country, home, and his 
leilow-men, and the extensive and ever-widening influence of his life for 
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good, we need not' speak; the world knows them. The sun of his life 
set in a clear and brilliant sky— set to rise in a world, where no clouds 
of ignbranc^ 
night there." 

Let us thank God for giving to our Churoh Bishop Simpson ; for the 
great work he did in it arid through it. Let us cherish his fragrant 
memory, imbibe his spirit, and imitate his virtues. 



REV. BISHOP ISAAC W. WILEY, pi p., LL. D. 

Our venerable and beloved Bishop, the Rey. I. W. Wiley, D. D., 
LL. D., has gone to his reward. We are a bereaved family, whose 
' father has been taken from us. Only bne year ago he was with us. 
The sound of his voice in our ears has' scarce died away. We said last 
year just as we felt, " That in the presence, the presidency, and the 
preaching of our beloved an^ 

benediction ; and our hearts will preserve an affectionate remembrance of 
his fraternal words and holy counsels." Little did we then think that 
we should see his face no more on earth. How deeply were' we moved 
when we read, last November, the Associated Press dispatch that he had 
died ! But while we have lost, he has gained. Praise- to the loving 
Master, we have faith in the. same Lord whom he so diligently served, . 
and we humbly hope to go, in our turn, to meet him again on " the 
evergreen shore." . ' . . . 

: -Bishop Wiley was able in the pulpit, eloquent on the platform, wise in 
council, skillful in executive functions. He was an admirable presiding 
officer, full of energy, and prompt in decision, while genuine courtesy 
ruled every utterance. He was profoundly religious, but without much 
demonstration of religiousness. He testified truly of himself that " he 
had never had very much joy, but plenty of peace and of hard work." 
That was a characteristic revealing of the man, when, in failing health, 
he slowly and with help made his way to the platform of the Annual 
Conference in Peking, China, and the brethren all rose spontaneously, 
and remained standing until the man they loved had gained his seat. A 
brother, with tearful eyes, moved the Conference to , sing the Doxology, 
" Praise God, from whom all blessings flow." " No," said the Bishop, 
" go "on," with your business, brethren. -We 'll sing the Bdxology when - 
we get to the other shore/'. The good man has sung his Doxology al- - 
ready. Glorious privilege ! We thank God, this day, for the memory 
of such a man.. May his mantle fall on a worthy successor !

REPORT OF COMMITTEE APPOINTED BY CONFERENCE. 

We congratulate the Methodist Episcopal Church on the advance step 
it has taken in organizing for Christian work one million female mem- 
bers.. We believe the world can not be won for Christ without the help 
of Christian women. While we : appreciate what is being done by the 
Woman's Foreign Missionary Society, we are thankful that we have a 
Woman's ■ Some Missionary Society also.u We believe these women 
Christian workers, can do a groat good- in the elevation of our race. 
The homes 'of our people must be purified and elevated, arid this must be 
done by Christian women going into them with their prayers, reading of 
Scripture, and Christian counsel. Through such efforts will our homes 
be brought 'to. a> higher -plane of morality and Christianity. Women also 
bring the children into the Sunday-school. They should take hold of I 
the primary education of our children; The public school system of the 
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South are very imperfect, and are open only two or three months in the 
year. The Christian side_of /education in the public schools is entirely 
neglected. Wo have no assurance, that our school children will hot be 
under the instructions of infidels, Unitarians, and Universalist teachers. 
The only way to save our children for Christ and Methodism is to have 
Church schools, and teachers who are Christians and Methodists. The 
Church schools for primary education will constitute a; large nursery for 
our university.. 

We believe that this is the kind of work that is needed among our 
people, and that it should , not be confined to the cities and towns, but 
should be extended into the country. 



ANNIVERSARY MEETING. 

•'•'•.The Woman's Home Missionary' Society of Louisiana Conference held 
its anniversary Saturday night, January 31st. The attendance was very 
large, Mrs. Thomas, Stalker presided. Addresses, full of enthusiasm 
and instruction, were made by Miss Josephine CoWgill, the Conference 
Corresponding Secretary, and by Mrs. Hester Williams, of Baton Rouge, 
Dr. Hartzell, and others. 

REPORTS OF WORK DONE THE PAST YEAR. 

Miss Cowgill's report showed that her work in New Orleans had been 
to superintend our mission schools, to teach some in sewing-schools, to 
hold religious meetings, Bible, readings, and to visit among the poor. 
Since the loth of last October to January 31, 1885, she had made 1,656 
visits among the poor, had held 76 religious meetings and 73 Bible 
■readings, had distributed 2,263 tracts and papers, and had written many 
letters for the poor and for the work.' ■'• -'■■''•■• 

New Orleans District. 

Mrs. Dale, District Secretary, reported as follows : 

Wesley Chapel.— One society, with 70. members one day-school, with 
110 scholars. Paid to teacher, $270.00, and expended in benevolent 
work, §11.00. 

Sixth Street Church.— Society numbers 30; in .-school, .48.. -.The school 
is self-supporting, and the influence of the work is spreading.
